Besides these 
there was Captain Miller and his wife on 
the barge Antelope; Captain Harding on the 
Belle of Oregon, and Captain Rogers on the 
Mystic Belle, a total of thirteen persons. . 

Agent Willett was in communication this 
afternoon with Captain McConnell of the 
Richmond, who reached Newport, R. I. The 
barges, he said, were well out to sea at 6 
o’clock on Sunday night off the Long Island 
coast. The rope from the forward barge 
parted and the barges were blown away 
from the tug. — 

Captain McConneell said he did not give 
up the hope of rescuing the men the 
barges until it became dark for to 
distinguish them.

The day and night watchmen were ex- 
changing posts at 6:15, and the steam had 
been turned off from the boilers, when 
smoke was discovered coming from the 
boiler-room, filling the entire office. e 
office force, which had reported for duty, 
secured fire extinguishers, with which the 
building was equipped, and rushed for the 
boiler-room. .Three of these were turned 
upon the fire, which was in the joists of the 
floor, apparently immediately over the boil- 


ers. 

The office force was driven from the room 
by the smoke, and in ten minutes the labora- 
tory and offices were a mass of flames. 
From the laboratory and offices the flames 
jumped across a small areaway to the Liv- 
dngstone Hotel, and in twenty minutes it, 
too, wae a wreck. hi

First Note from Van Herrwijnen. 
The correspondence between the Nether- 
lands government and the British Foreign 


Office opens with a memoir from Baron Ger- 
icke Van Herrwijner, the Dutch Minister in 


London, dated Jan. 25, to the effect that the 
government of Queen Wilhelmina was con- 
sidering the exceptional circumstances by 
which the one belligerent was prevented 
from communicating directly with the other, 
which, it was considered, partly accounted. 
for the prolongation of the war, still raging, 
as it appears, and. 


It was 8 tor one belligerent to 
be completely separated from the rest of the 
world. Their representatives in Europe 
were deprived of communication with their 
Generals in the field. Thus the Boer authori- 
thes who ought to negotiate were divided 
into two sections and deprived of the means 
of deliberating together. It was evident 
that the delegates in Europe could do noth- 
ing, because they were ignorant of the state 
Of affairs in south Africa, and the Boers in 
the field were obliged to refrain from taking

Envoys in Europe Restrained. 

Moreover, the delegates in Europe were 
bound by their letters of credence drawn up 
in south Africa in March, 1000, whereby they 
were bound so strictly to the independence 

4 of the two republics that they would not be 
permitted to accept even the status quo 
ante-bellum if a mode of settling disputes 
which might arise were not laid down be- 
fore the delegates and the Generals at the 

game time. The question, therefore, arose 

Whether a neutral could not offer its good 

offices in order at least to e negotiations 

possible. 

It thus became important to ascertain 
Whether it was agreeable to Great Britain 
to use the offices of a neutral, if such were 
confined to the task of placing in communl- 
cations negotiators to be appointed by the 
two parties. The government of Queen 
Withelmina might be considered as indicated 
for the performance of this task, seeing that 
the Boer delegates on Netherlands territory 
Were accredited to that government only. 

If the British government agreed to that 
proposal the Queen's government would 
have to inquite whether the Boer delegates 
were Willing to proceed to south Africa and 

deliberate with their leaders on the spot, re- 

turning to Europe after a fixed stay of, say, 
a fortnight, armed with adequate and full 
powers providing for all eventualities, and 
authorizing them to conclude a treaty of 
peace which would be absolutely binding 
on the Boers in Europe and south Africa. 

In the event of the British government 
consenting it would be necessary for Eng- 
land to hand to the Netherlands govern- 
ment three safe conducts permitting the 
Gelegates to proceed freely to south Africa, 
to remain there freely for the time agreed 
upon, and to return freely.

LONDON, Feb. 4—The revelations made | 


in the House of Commons last evening by

I I learned from the American newspapers 
that British officers had been sent to buy 
horses, but I was not informed who they 
were, nor was I asked to give them such 
assistance as my position implied I was com- 
petent to give. At the time I had the oppor- 
tunity, through the good will of a high offi- 
cial, of getting the services of the chief horse 
expert of the United States army as adviser. 
I cabled the suggestion to the War office, 
but I received no reply.“ | 

The whole debate on this question in the 
House of Commons causes widespread indig-’ 
nation, which is as evident among the 
strongest supporters of the government as 
among the members of the opposition. .

Mr. Wells ts a pianist who, while he may not 
claim as his own those superlative powers 
that characterize the world’s great virtuosi, 
is none the less a player possessed of suffl- 
cient planistic virtues to commend him to 
the consideration and approval of music 
lovers.

His playing of the 
Schumann Etudes Symphoniques last even- 
ing proved that he has fingers that are not 
only strong, sure, and fairly fleet but are 
capable also of winning from the instrument 
tones that sing, that can be varied and 
shaded, and, when massed in a climax, can 
be powerful and sonorous without being 
harsh or hard. In phrasing and pedaling his 
work was also commendable, and his reading 
of the famed studies showed thought and 
careful analysis, even though the broad 
sweep that strong temperament produces 
was lacking. Mr. Wells still labors under 
the musical curse—against which every 
Anglo-Saxon has to struggle—the fear of 
being thought ridiculous if any emotionality 
is shown. It is a curse that is fatal to high 
misical achievement, and it remains to be 
seen if he will prove equal to freeing him- 
self from its influence. In the lighter style 
of work—MacDowell’s Shadow Dance,” 
the Liszt transcription of Alabieff’s ** Night- 
ingale,’’ and the Grieg Tone Pictures,’’— 
he discovered qualities that suggest the 
presence of poetic and imaginative powers. 
He is not as yet technically superior to the 
Strauss-Schuett Paraphrase, however.

JUDGE TULEY TO DECIDE. 


The Chicago Unten Tractlon company and 


the Chicago Consolidated Traction company 
filed a bill in the Circuit Court yesterday 
asking for an injunction to restrain the col- 
lection of taxes approxy‘-nating over $400,000. 
The parties to the suit contend that the 
State Board of Equalization cannot under 
the constitution be vested with any lawful 
power to make an original assesament for 
‘taxation upon which taxes for copnty, city, 
and other local purposes shall be computed. 
The taxes in question were levied on capital 
stock and franchises in excess of tangible 
personal property. The assessment against 
intangible property, it is alleged, is illegai 
as to State taxes, except as to a one-third 
portion. It also holds that the assessment 
is unconstitutional because of alleged dis- 
crimination against the traction companies. 
The bill asks that the court restrain Julius 
Salomon. Collector of the Town of North 
| Chicago; Viadimir E. Cerveny, Collector of 
the Town of West Chicago; and County 
Treasurer Raymond from collecting the 
t@xes in question. | 


Collectors Agree to Wait. 


The parties in the suit appeared before 
Judge Tuley at noon, when Attorney Craw- 
ford, as representative of the traction com- 
panies, made application for a temporary 
restraining order. Without arguments the 
Township Collectors agreed that they would 
collection of the assess- 

ent on intangible personal property until 
the E e of the case, which wan set for 


The action of the Collectors was taken in 
the face of opposition from County Attorney 
Sims and County Treasurer Raymond, who 
maintained that they should be guided by the 
court. Owing to the fact that the books are 
not placed in the hands of County Treasurer 
Raymond until March 10, his consent to the 
arrangement was not necessary. 

Bad Faith Is Charged. 

The bill filed by the traction companies is 
voluminous and goes into the taxation ques- 
tion in great detail. Perhaps the most point- 
ed passage is a charge that the capital stock 
assessment for 1901 made by the State board 
“was with full knowledge and by a wiliful 
disregard of duty an overvaluation of prop- 
erty so grossly disproportioned to the valua- 
tion placed upon other property in Cook 
County and the State, both by the lecal 
Assessors and the State board as to be fraud- 
ulent in law and result.“ The board, says 
the petition, “in order to appease public 
clamor did illegally impose a far greater 
tax burden than the constitution permits. 

The valuation of the franchises and capital 


stock of the Union Traction company as re- 


turned by the State board was 68,024,218 


greater than in 1900. In 1900 the board 
valued the holdings at $2,120,000, and the 
value of the property assessed by the local 
assessors was $2,090,630, leaving the value 
of the intangible holdings $29,370. Last year 
the State board fixéd the entire valuation at 
$8,120,911, and the returns on tangible per- 
sonalty by the Assessors was $3,067,323, leav- 
ing the assessed valuation of the intangible 
holdings $5,053,589. 

In the case of the Consolidated Traction 
company last year the total valuation was 
$2,042,838, as compared with $2,400,000 in 
1900, the returns of the Assessors were $310,- 
838, as compared with $277,813 the year 
previous, while the net assessment of capital 
stock was $1,732,504, as compared with §2,- 
122,187 in 1900. 


Lawyers Discuss the Suit. 


The suit is not based on the Juul law, but 
on an entirely new contention,’’ said Henry 
Crawford, for the traction companies. ‘“ The 
constitution, I contend, makes the State 
Board of Equalization a State body. It can- 
not, therefore, make assessments for coun- 
ty or other local purposes. I claim that the 
traction companies are assessed more than 
the twelve most prosperous roads entering 
Chicago and are paying ten times more taxes 
than is paid by all the manufacturing estab- 
lishments of Chicago on their raw material 
and manufactured products.”’ 

Attorney I. T. Greenacre, who represents 
the public school teachers, said: 

“The question has been decided by the 
United States Supreme Court once and by 
the Illinois State courts a number of times. 
The State Board of Equalization has power 
to assess for local purposes.”’ 


Germans and the Juul Law. 


The question was raised yesterday by 
County Attorney Sims as to what right the 
German societies have to file a suit to con- 
test the Juul law. Taxes this year are lower 
than last, so that the individual property- 
holder has no stgnding in court. Unless the 
Federated German Societies make arrange- 
ment to appear in the bill as representing one 
of the taxing bodies it was stated they will 
have no legal standing. 

The point that probably will be selected 
as the basis for the contention of unconstitu- 
tionality is that the law does not apply uni- 
formly throughout the State. President Leo- 
pold Saltiel of the German societies expects 
to be able to announce today whether the 
law will be carried into the courts.

ILLIN O COMPANY CENSURED BY 
A CORONER’S JURY. 


Finds Deaths and Other 
Within the Works at South Chicago 


Access to Injured Men — Superin- 


of Reform. 2 


The Nun ole Steel was 
by a Coroner’s jury yesterday for failure 
to report promptly accidents which have oc- 
curred within the company’s plant in South 
Chicago. The jury was sitting in the cases 
of Michael Oberovich and John Pilseski, 
who were Killed last week by an overflow of 
molten metal. 

The jury also reproved the company for 
refusing to admit relatives of injured men 
‘to the plant. The verdict, in part, was: 

The evidence shows that it has been the prac- 
tiee of the [Illinois Steel company to keep 
the authorities, the Coroner as well as the polics, 
in ignorance of fatal accidents. The company 
makes a practite of removi bodies in violation 
of the law. We further find that ths company 
maintains within its plant a hospital to which 
are committed those who are injured within the 
plant, while the refatives are only admitted at 
the discretion of the officials of the company. 

We, the jury, condemn these practices, which 
tend to withhold legal information of fatal acci- 
dents from the authorities, relatives, and the pub- 
lic, and request the authorities to take steps to 
put a * to it. 

‘Calis It a“ Clerical Slip.“ 

2 A clerical slip“ was what C. H. McCul- 
lough, General Superintendent of the com- 
pany, termed the failure to inform the police 
and Coroher of the death of Oberovich and 
Pilseski!. After Mr. McCullough had con- 
cluded his explanation Coroner Traeger said: 
want you to understand that hereafter 
all fatal accidents shall be reported to the 
police and Coroner. The police are to be ad- 
mitted to the works of the Illinois Steel com- 
pany without any hindrance, and they are

He was struck bya bar 
of iron and partly paralyzed, yet the com- 
pany sought to conceal the facts about the 
accident. 

„On Jan. 26 Jacob Gtahovac was severely 
injured in an explosion in the mills and taken 
to the company’s hospital. It was with the 
greatest difficulty that I could learn any- 
thing about his condition.“

municipal authority has pd on the plans 
for the steam plant as well as for the rest 
of the building. No one will be able longer to 
build an inadequate steam plant through 
this ordinance.” 

Engineers Disclaim Responsibility. 

Secretary Doyle ot the Engineers’ union, 
who spoke for that body, claimed it would 
be unfair to hold the engineer responsible 
for smoke from the plant he was operating 
unless it could be clearly shown it was his 
fault. He said that in but few instances is 
the engineer allowed to say what kind of 
coal shall be burned in his furnaces, but 
must do the best he can with what is fur- 
nished him by his employer.

SHAW FAVORS LOANS TO BANKS. 


Secretary in Favor of Some Plan hy 
Which Government Surplus Can 
Go Into Circulation. 


Wi D. C., Feb. 4—Secretary 
Shaw’s first communication on financial 
legislation is contained in a letter to Repre- 
sentative Sulzer of New York, concerning 
the latter’s bill to deposit government funds 
at interest in national banks throughout the 
country. The letter says: 

“TI find on my desk awaiting my arrival 
your letter of Jan. 17, referring to House 
joint resolution 112 and asking information 
as to the amount of interest which the gov- 
ernment would have realized had the pro- 

law been adopted as a part of the na- 
tional banking law. ; 

If the surplus money in excess of $50,000,- 
000 working capital had been deposited in 
clearing-house cities in proportion to the 
relative capital of each bank therein, with 
no other security than a prior lien upon the 
bank’s assets, the government would have 
lost nothing, and if the government had 
realized 2 per cent upon the funds so de- 
posited it would have received $32,000,000. 
Aided in this way the banks referred to 
would have been able tp increase credit ac- 
commodations to the people in the sum of 


„This computation was made at the in- 
stance of my predecessor (one year ago), and 
was based upon quarterly rather than daily 


balances. 

I think some provision for the deposit 
of surplus funds belonging to the United 
States government with national banks upon 
security other than government bonds would 
be wise, though 1 doubt the limitations as to 
the amount of capital and surplus contained 
in the bill. I also question the wisdom of 
mandatory provisions of law. On the con- 
trary, I think there should generally be a 
fair latitude of discretion. Authority to act 
in a given line is generally sufficient.”

SENATE PASSES BILL, REJECTING 
ALL AMENDMENTS. 


Bailey in His First Speech in the Upper 
House Opposes Increase in Salaries 
of Other Government Officials, De-

Washington, D. C., Feb. 4.— After a brief 
discussion today the Senate passed the bill 
providing for a 25 per cent increase in the 
salaries of United States Judges. All amend- 
ments were voted down, including one to in- 
crease the salaries of Cabinet officers from 
$8,000 to $12,500 a year. a 
' Mr. Bailey Tex. ] delivered his first speech 
in the Senate in opposition to the pending 
bill. He assumed, he said, that the action 
of the Senate in rejecting amendments to 
increase the salaries of Senators and Repre- 


| sentatives and Cabinet officers was an ex-, 


pression of the -deliberate opinion of the 
Senate. 


Bailey Satisfied with Salary. 

Personally Mr. Bailey believed that the 
present salaries of Senators and Representa- 
tives were sufficient. Salaries ought to be 
only. such as will maintain the recipient 
in decency and in comfort—nothing niore. 
He believed that it mattered little what 
salaries were paid government officials, as it 
seemed a rule among Washington people to 
assess us so that we shall have nothing left 
at the end of the year anyhow.” 

He was of the opinion that the curse of 
official life in Washington was fast becom- 
ing the inability of the poor man to meet 
the expenses of official station.

The vast majority of the Filipino people de- 
sire peace and the opportunity it will bring 
them to resume agricultural and industrial 
pursuits, according te Governor Taft in his 
evidence before the Senate Committee on the 
Philippines today, 

In opening his testimony Govertior Taft 
took occasion to deny any intent to criticise 
the army in his statements of yesterday, 
He said he feared he given a wrong im- 
pression regarding the part the army had 
played in bringing the insurrection toa close. 
This, he explained, was due te the fact that 
he could not give an accurate impression of © 
the situation from one point of . 

The war now going on in the islands is a 
crime against civilization, the Governor 
gaid, and he urged that it be brought to «4 
speedy conclusion for the sake of the Fil- 
ipinos themselves. 


. £guinaldo Assassin of Luna. 
Governor Taft recalled that as seon as 
General Otis had received reinforcements 
sufficient for his purposes the Philippine 
army had broken up and scattered inté 
guerrilla bands. On this point Aguinaido 
and Luna had differed, Luna advocating the 
continuance of the war on the old lines. 90 
sharp was this difference, he said, that 
Aguinaldo had directed and secured the as- 
gassination of Luna, thus leaving the way 
open for the carrying out of his own plans. 
Aguinaldo said that if he did not kill Lana 
Luna would kill him. Indeed, the custom 
‘was to order a man’s death in his absence 
and have him killed upon his return. = 


Influenced by Presidential Election. 


“The condition of activity continued until 
the last Presidential election in the United 
States,” said the Governor “The insur- 
gents belleved that if Mr. Bryan should be 
elected there would be a change of policy 
and the islands surrendered, placing those 
who were in insurrection in charge; but 
when Mr. McKinley was elected there was 4 
feeling that there would be an indefinite re- 
tention of the archipelago, and that the sys 
tem then in force would be continued.” 

Discussing the effect of the guerrilla war- 
fare, Governor Taft declared it often re- 
sulted in the murder of the Filipinos them- 
eelves, saying: I venture to say that

BET THE JUUL LAW ALONE. 

There is talk in some quarters of suits to 
set aside the Juul law in order to get more 
revenue for the schools. The persons who 
wish to have that law put out of the way 
are encouraged by statements coming from 
the Corporation Counsel's office to the et- 
fect that the law is believed there to be un- 
constitutional. 

The taxpayers of Chicago who are to cou- 
tribute this year under the Juul law $8,00u,- 
000 for the maintenance of the schools and 
for new buildings regret that so large a 
sum is inadequate. They have no desire 
that the public schools should be crippled 
and might be willing to contribute a little 
more for their support if it could be done 
without adding to their taxes for other pur- 


poses. 

This is impossible, however. If the Juul 
law were to be declared unconstitutional 
the Board of Education would be enabled 
to collect more revenue. So, too, would 
the city, the county, and the Sanitary Dis- 
trict. The Board of Education would get 
$1,800,000 more. The taxpayers might 
stand that. But the city, county, and Sani- 
tary District would get all told over 84, 000, 
000 more than they are to get under the 
Juul law. The taxpayers will not pay that 
extra $4,000,000 if they can help it. 

The taxes on Chicago real estate soon 
to be collected are 20 per cent lower than 
they would bave been if the Juul law had 
not been emacted. It is unnecessary to 
say t real estate owners have a high 
op. of that law. It has saved them from 
what would have been in many cases taxa- 
tion reaching the verge of confiscation. In- 
deed, even under the Juul law there is much 
realty, especially on the West Side, the re- 
turns from which after taxes and other 
expenses have been paid are as near zero 
as the temperature is now. : 

Therefore these sugtzestions that the 
courts be asked to hold the Juul law uncon- 
#titutional, so that the taxpayers may get 
a renewed dose of the severe taxation ad- 
ministered to them in 1899, does not meet 
with their approval, They are resolved 
that there shall be a law limiting taxation. 
po matter how unwelcome that limitation 
may be to the tax-eaters. If the limitation 
law they have now shall be held invalid 
they will go to the Legisiature for another. 
They will keep at this until they are given 
one that the courts will not set aside. 
Of course, the city authorities disapprove 
of the Juul law. It limits the amount of 
money they can exact from the real estate 
owner. He is the modern Issachar—“a 
etrong ass couching down between two 
burdens ” who “ bowed his shoulder to bear 
and became a servant unto tribute.” This 
latter day Issachar has many burdens to 


| bear, instead of two. He has the burden of 


the city and county governments, of the 
schools, the parks, and the Sanitary Dis- 
trict.

There are other sources of 
revenues than the real estate owners, Let 
those other sources of abundant revenue be 
resorted to. There are the traction com- 
panies, which can be made to pay one-fifth 
of their gross receipts to the city as the 
price of the continuance of their privileges. 
Yet the municipal authorities with this lord- 
ly revenue within sight refuse to take a step 
towards securing it and. grumble at laws 
which make it impossible for them to take 
from the real estate owner all his income.

NEW USE OF THE DINGLEY LAW. 
The duties on certain American products 
contained in the tariff bill submitted to the 
German Reichstag seemed quite high to the 
Americans who would like to find a mar- 
ket for their products in Germany. They 
looked on these proposed duties of $8.56 
per 220 pounds on hams, of $7.14 per 220 
pounds on bacon, and of 15 per cent ad 
valorem on cattle as almost prohibitory, But 
these duties, high as they may seem, are 
lower than those which may be imposed. 
The tariff committee of the Reichstag 
has accepted an amendment to the pending 
bill to the effect that in the absence of treaty 
stipulations the same rate of duty shali be 
applied to foreign products as is imposed. 
in the country in which they originate on 
similar German products. Thus in the ab- 
gence of treaty stipulations the American 
duties on foreign hams, bacon, animals, 
dairy products, etc., will be the measure 
of the duties on these commodities when 
of American origin in German custom- 
houses. 
These American duties are much higher 
than those in the original German tariff 
bill. The Dingley law duty on bacon and 
hams is 5 cents a pound; on cattle it is 
27% per cent ad valorem, and on butter 
it is 6 cents a pound. These duties are sv 
effective that foreign imports are practical- 
ly nil, If the German protectionists copy 
these American duties, which do their work 
so thoroughly, it must be taken as a com- 
pliment. The Germans cannot be blamed 
for following where the Americans have 
led the way. Nor can Americans who have 
always claimed the right to make their own

It is well known that there 
are Senators who detest reciprocity treaties, 
but it will be necessary to have some of 
these agreements for the protection of 
American interests in Europe against this 
reverse use of the Dingley law. 


HUMAN CREDULITY. 

In a recent decision Judge Tuley spoke of 
“the credulity, of human nature, which ap- 
pears to be an inexhaustible asset.” The 
Judge is correct when he characterized it 
as “inexhaustible.” It is the one attribute 
of human nature which does not change 
with the flight of time nor the growth of in- 
telligence. The people of the twentieth 
century are as ready to take up with every 
new doctrine that is set forth, however ab- 
surd it may be, as were the men of Athens 
in Paul's day, and they are as apt to let 
credulity lead them into hysteria as were 
the men and women of Salem village in 
Mather’s day. 

The extent to which human credulity 
can go is strikingly illustrated by the oc- 
eurreuces reported from Cedarville, N. J., 
where a considerable portion of the popula- 
tion, after listening to revivalists, has been 
seized with a sudden religious frenzy. Some 
attend the meetings and become so ecstatic 
that they fall to the floor and their bodies 
become rigid. Some are at home waiting 
for the end of the world to come. Some 
roam the town declaring that they have 
‘been anointed as divine healers, while 
others pretend to be members of the divine 
Trinity. The man who started all the ex- 
eitement is in the insane asylum, two or 
‘three of his followers also have gone there, 
and to save the rest of the hysterical crowd 
from the same fate the few people left iu 
the town who have retained their senses 
are taking decisive action to put an end to 
the crazy business. 

It is not at all surprising that whatever 
has any connection with the mysterious, the 
supernatural, or the occult should strong- 
ly appeal to many persons, especially those 
of an emotional nature who are not ground-

it is a propitious time for bogus Messiahs, 
false prophets, and divine healers.
